WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—Census returns 
show that the population of the country is 
about 75,000,000. Of the 52,600 enumeration 
districts, 17,000 have been ccunted, showing 
a population of 25,000,000. According to the 
law of averages this woulé indicate the 
population of the country to be 77,000,000. 
But as the count proceeds the general av- 
erage of the districts fall off enough to 
modify the total. 

The figures show °3 per cent of the popu- 
lation live in towns of more than 8000 in- 
habitants. In 1890 it was 29 per cent. In 
the East, from Massachusetts to Pennsyl- 
vania, the average will be higher. 

The decade just closed has been a great 
one for immigration.

Difficulties Under Which St. 
City Was Enumerated. 
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MR. MERRIAM ON 
OUR CENSUS. 


With the perfect system which we use in 
the present census St. Louis can rest as- 
sured that the count just completed is an 
a curaie and reliable one. Not oniy has the 
system which ts ip use all over the United 
States been the most perfect which experts 
in that line could devise, but St. Louis has 
particularly fortunate in baving an 
able and conscientious supervisor in the 
person of Mr. Jerome S. Higgins. The diffi- 
culties to be met with in securing a correct 
count of St. Lous perbaps greater 
than in any other city of the United States 
for the reason that the big street railway 
strike was in force at the time the census 
was taken, and endless trouble and annoy- 
ance was caused to the supervisor and his 
enumerators. 

Our bureau was obliged to furnish 16 
special agents to assist in the work, and 
they were granted extra expense accounts 
so that they could secure the necessary 
transportation. The volume of correspond- 
ence from Mr. Higgins bas been equal to 
that of any other supervisor in the coun- 
try, and indicates the care with which he 
did the work. At bis own request two or 
three wards were recounted, and the same 
thing was done in several enumeration dis- 
tricts.

St. Louis is becoming reconciled to the 
census report which shows the city’s pop- 
ulation to be 575,238. 

Whatever disappointment may have been 
felt by some enthusiastic citizens, the high 
indorsement of the work of Supervisor 
Jerome 8S. Higgins by the director of the 
census is evidence that an accurate count 


has been made. 
Mr. Higgins himself is well pleased with 
the result. He said to the Post-Dispatch 


Saturday morning: ‘Il consider the show- 
ing a remarkably good one in comparison 
with that made by other cities. The per- 
centage of increase is far above the ave- 
erage. As to the method employed in tak- 
ing the census here I Know from my own 
personal supervision that the count was as 
accurate as it was possible to make it 
under the present system. 

“The schedules sent from here to Wash- 
ington contained statistics not furnished 
from any other city. Every precaution was 
taken to prevent inaccuracies from any 
cause. The preliminary basis of the cen- 
sus enumeration was such that no enu- 
merator could fail to do his duty without 
being found out and branded as incompe- 
tent. 

“St. Louis has a very excellent set of 
maps used by the fire department, show- 
ing the location of every building and the 
number of stories in each. Copies of these 
maps were forwarded to Washington to be 
used there for purposes of comparison with 
the returns made by the enumerators. Each 
ermmerator was also furnished with copies 
of the fire maps covering his district and 
was required to make a report on every 
building shown on the map: In this way 
the check was complete. The enumera- 
ors were closely watched and in several 
cases their work was gone over several 
times to make sure it was correct. 
“Another innovation introduced in this of- 
fice was the entering on the schedules of 
the number of stories in each building enu- 
merated. This will form the basis for val- 
uable statistics relative to the material and 
commercial growth of St. Louis. Inder

St. Louis has one school playground open in summer, that 
of the Shields School, and practically but one small down- 
town park in the congested portion of the city, the green spot 
known as Carr Square. 

In this connection it is to be noted that the city of New 
York has just approved awards amounting to $3,045,464 for the 
acquisition of Hamilton Fish Park, the fourth of the areas 
recently acquired for downtown breathing spots for the peo- 
ple.
